Wk Campbell, the father of the drv 
farming system, visited Oklahoma and 
delivered lectures at 
the 
Farmers' 
Short Course at Stillwater last Jan­ 
uary. Could the people of our ala. 
generally have known and grasp. 0 
tne nd vantages of the system of cul­ 
tivation which Tie advocated, tens bf 
thousands of dollars would have been 
saved each county in our stat** during 
the past dry season. Many did sac 
their crops bv adopting these meth­ 
ods. Mr. Campbell does not like the 
words “dry farming" as a (Jescriptive 
term, but since ii is best known -by 
that name, the great niational organi­ 
s t; n tor the development of an agri­ 
culture peculiar to the Western states 
has decided to hold to the name "Dry 
farming, 
it therefore remains “The 
Dry -Farming Congress." Dry Fanning 
rtally means farming in Western Am­ 
erica, where no “water table" exists 
m the soil as in the Eastern States. 
Only -surface moisture is to be tx- 
i^ te d ; that is. moisture tQ a depth 
of ^ss than ten feet. Dry farming 
therefore means conservation of mois­ 
ture. It also blas to do with stopping 
blowing soils, with fighting insects 
peculiar to the west and the problem 
of the Russian thistle, with the grow­ 
th of alfalfa, hi Ro maize, corn, root 
crops and live stock under the gener­ 
ally dry conditions prevailing. Thou­ 
sands of claims in the West are “held 
down" by adapting dry farming meth­ 
ods. Mr. Campbell declares that dry 
fai ming means merely scientific farm­ 
ing tor the West. At any rate Oklaho­ 
ma has “dry spells" or dry seasons 
every yeaiv
